This sum ia a trifle, however, 
when compared to rho price paid for 
a colossal statue of Meranry, which 
was made for tlio Gaulish city of 
Averni by Zenoilorus. Tiie artist 
•was ongngrcd upon this great work 
for ten long years, imd thototiJ cost 
to the city 'would equal $1,775,000. 
What the gold ami ^'ory statue of 
Athena, in tho- Purtuenon, or tho 
celohrated Olympian Zeus, both of 
which were rnaila by Phidias, cost 
is not stated by any of tho aoncient 
or m<;'1rvrn authorities,' but that it 
•was . aonaous may bo inferred from 
statements made below : Athena was 
arrayed in drapery made of pure 
hammered gold '-weighing '10 talents. 
Tho coin vnluo of this wonderful 
drapery at tho United States mint 
today would approximate 8580,000. 
Of tho Olynipiiui Zous it has been 
said that "it \va.s a monster idol of 
gold and ivory worth more than the 
cash assets of many modern king- 
doms. ' ' Tho head of this great image 
waa covered with locks of pure gold, 
each weighing six minee, or about 
the value of $25, 000 ha modern gold 
coin. — St. Louis Republic.

"In taking care of clothes I think 


tho all important tiling ia to brush 
them carefully iincl frequently," saya 
nwell dressed man.

' 'Whisk brooms simply ruin clothes.

keep hanging on a -wire frame. I do 
the samo with the dross &uit, though 
the trousers of tho dress suit I lay 
out full length, with the crease in tho 
front. 


"A man can by taking a little care 


of bia clothes dress well, though he 
is not in independent circumstances 
financially. But after all the great' 
thing is in wearing clean linen and 
having the shoes polished. The finest 
clothes in the world won't make a 
man look well if his collar or cuffs 
are Boiled. 


"On the. other hand, if the linen is 


clean and fresh, if the clothes are 
well brushed, and if there is a flower 
in the button hole, one always looks 
presentable. 


"No, I don't have my clothes 


pressed by the tailor; not often, at 
least. I think it is-the dude that does 
that most, or perhaps the man who 
only has two suits and. wants to ap- 
pear something that he is not. Such 
a man -will be found sending his 
clothes to the presser every other 
day,

ffhn* rhenium* fhtuave Mtlea In th« ATC* 


of f ruueo Ovurtookcd* 


Who would believe that a mistake 


of more than 3,000 square miles in 
the area of a country liko France 
oould have remained undetected for 
years? Such, nevertheless, is the 
fact In other words, it has just been 
discovered that France is larger than 
she thought she -was to tho extent of 
3,022 square miles, which is but a 
trifle less than the area of tho island 
of Corsica! All that Itmil France has 
owned without knowing it until a 
lemeasurement of her area recently 
revealed the fact. 


A proportional error in the estima- 


tion of the total area of the whole 
earth would moke a total difference 
of nearly a, 000,000 square miles, 
equivalent to a territory as large as 
the United States, not counting 
Alaska. The measurement of the 
area of a country is not so simple a 
matter 09 might be supposed. The 
method used in France was based 
upon a very careful map drawn 
to a scale of 1 to 80,000. The area of 
this map was determined by means 
of planimeters, little instruments 
designed to facilitate the measure- 
ment of plain surfaces having irregu- 
lar boundaries. 


At first the paper itself was uaoc 


but after three years had been speu 
in measuring it was found that th 
unequal shrinkage of tho paper, to 
gather with defects in the plannne- 
ters used, had vitiated tho results 
The original copper plates of tho ma; 
were then employed, improved plani 
meters were procured, and the wor] 
was done all over again. 


This work did not consist merely 


in ascertaining the area of tho map 
After that had been carefully done 
allowance had to bo mode for th< 
Pact that the surface of tho country 
represented as flat in the map, was 
really curved in consequence oi the 
curvature of tho earth, and tliis ne 
ceesitatod 
mathematical calcula- 


dons. 


The entire map was -divided into 


ittle squares, and the chief diiHcul 


arose along the borders ot the 


country where the squares were 
>roken. Hero the plonimoters were 
applied with tho utmost possible pro 
cision. It is behoved lihat tha ro 
naming error in the estimation o: 
he area of Franco cannot exceed L2< 
acres, just enough to make a goot 
arm. 
One cnnous fact ascertamet 


s that tho ocean annually washes 
away about 75 acres of land from the 
coast of France. 


It must not be supposed, however, 


hat such errors of mfscurcri'ent as 
hat which the French have ju&t cor- 
rected are uncommon. Few eoun- 
Ties havo yet been surveyed with 
nch accuracy that we can tell wi thin 
, few acres what their precise area 
s. There is no operation of prac- 
ioal science that requires moro skill, 
MTO and pationco than tho measure- 
ment of ttie land of a nation.—New 
fork Commercial.
